The Hon. Beverly L. Clarke — we give him his 
honorable prefix, not for the merit in him, but 
since, by accident, he was once a member of 
Congress, and thus earned the title won by a 
thousand other nobodics who have found them- 
selves paid servitors in the national councils— 
has been for some months prancing over the 
State, throwing down his glove, and challenging 
discussion, where no opponent was likely to 
meet him. That, with a degree of boldness char- 
acteristic of the empty braggart who knows there 
is no foe with which to contend, has the: champi- 
on of th# Anti-American party fought men of 
straw at every speaking pl.ee. and crucified in 
his terrible slaughter-house style (grammatical 
and rhetorical) visions of opposition that his 
fancy had conjured. Emboldened by meeting 
no c ntestant on the stump, he has vilified the 
standard-bearers of the opposite party, misrepre- 
sented their principles, and traduced the adhe- 
rents to the American cause. This sort of a 
ga lie was easily played by aman like Mr. Clarke, 
w ho has no conscience to smile him ; and he 
vainly imagined that in this manner he wou'd 
run riot throughout the State. 

\\ hat was his consternation then, when it was 
announced that Mr. Morehcad had taken the 
fieid and would meet him at Harrodsburg Flee 
he could not. But it was only a single day’s tor- 
ture, and hs endured it with the heroism a culprit 
does when hanged by the law. He made no at- 
tempt to discuss any question on that occasion. 
His usual speech was delivered; and then 
when its chief points were demolished he ven- 
tured not a word in reply. Worse than that, 
when Mr. Morehead demonstrated that Clarke 
had been stating palpable untruths about him, h n 
explained nothing, but cowardly shrunk within 
himself, leaving the impression upon every hearer 
that he ha 1 been guilty of falsification against an 
honorable and distinguished public servant. 

Recovering from this demolition, Mr. C!arke t 
after a series of days, finds himself in Louisville, 
and, terrible to him and his fortunes, finds his old 
ally in politics, for whom in 1844 he hid labored 
and voted — the everlasting Pilcher — awaiting his 
coming, hungry and panting as a Nubian lion for 
just one taste of the Sag-Nicht hyena’s blood. 
Without time even to consult M'cbsler’s Elemen- 
tary Speller, he declines meeting Gen. Pilcher in 
debate, and, by an exercise of dignity before un- 
known to him, makes rather a respectable excuse. 
But a still more horrible fate is in store for him. 
He learns that Garrett Davis is to meet him in 
Frankfort; and well does he know the giant 
strength of the little Bourbon's intellect. It 
would be self-destrjction, tliinks Beverly, thus to 
rush into the lion's maw, and be devoured at one 
breath. But how docs he avert the doom! Why 
to Frankfort he goes, meets his appointment, dis- 
courteously declines discussing anything with 
anybody, stimulates himself for a half day’s 
speech, and being extraordinarily gifted with ver- 
bosity, speaks from 2 o’clock until 7 in the eve- 
ning- This was the champion’s course at Frank- 
fort on Saturday last. But Mr. Davis was not to 
be foiled in that manner. Accordingly when Mr. 
Clarke concluded, the crowd shouted Davis, and 
up he rose. He had scarcely, however. 6aid a 
word before Mr. Clarke was again on 'he stand, 
and for a half hour longer protracted his remarks, 
in a vain attempt to demonstrate why he should 
not discuss the great questions of the day with 
the advocates of the American cause. Mr. Davis 
pa’iently heard his long addendum, and then in- 
formed the people he would meet them after tea; 
and by way of consoling Mr. Clarke, facing him 
on the stand, he stretched his little form to unus- 
ual proportions, and told the Anti-American can- 
didate that he must and should be heard with him 
every day until Mr. Morehead could overtake 
him. 

At night Mr. Davis spoke for three hours. 
We hear from different sources that it was one 
of bis ablest speeches. He was wrought up to 
the highest pitch of excitement, and wielded his 
broad sword with magnificent effect. There was 
not a shred left of poor Beverly’s speech. His 
arguments ail dissolved into mist and vapor. 
Poor fellow! we are rejoiced to learn that he was 
not present to hear the excoriation, for it would 
have been too much for his enfeebled intellect. 
He sought the most secluded place, where the 
sound neither of Davis’ voice nor the tornado of 
applause that honored his eloquence c iuld reach 
him. 

Yesterday Mr. Davis was to speak at Lexing- 
ton. It is his purpose during the next two 
weeks to address the people wherever Mr. Clarke 
does, and if that individual continues to decline 
the discussion that at the outset of the campaign 
he courted, Mr. Davis will find ample time 
during the day or night to make h raself heard. 
We wish this noble champion of the right all 
success in his exposure of the misrepresentations 
of the Anti-American candidate.

To-Days 

This day completes the seventy-ninth year of 
American Independence. The whole period of 
our national existence docs not yet equal the 
“three score years and ten. fixed by the sacred 
writer as the limit of the life of man. But, 

* TUo’ in Tim-'s tecorJ, nearly neoght," 

The brief period embraced within this narrow 
limit may, without hyperbole, be described as the 
most important in its results and the most interest 
ing in hs events and incidents in the history of the 
human rare. Never before, in any age of the 
world, has such an extraordinary developement of 
human energy been witnessed, or such great and 
important changes wrought, with an almost magi 
cal celerity, in the condition of ths world and the 
aspect of society. Franklin expressed once a 
fantastic wish that it were possible that he could 
be resuscitated at the expiration of one hundred 
years from the date of his death, and be permit- 
ted to •ontemplate the results which time and 
human effort should, in that period, have pro- 
duced. But. although he was permitted to behold 
th* auspicious dawning of that

P men on mid-noon.” 

in the horizon of man’s hopes and prospects, 
which illustrated the close of the eighteenth cen- 
tury, we doubt if, in his most imaginative mood, 
he ever dreamed of the wonders, social, scien- 
tific and political, which a brief half century 
would disclose. 

Yet, great and wonderful as has been this ma- 
terial progress, it is insignificant in comparison 
with the advance in ideas of government pro- 
duced by the establishment of our free institu- 
tions. These latter are far more important lo the 
weal of mankind than the mere extension of a 
new empire’s dominion on any continent. They 
but illustrate tho god-like nature of man when, 
in the enjoyment of rational liberty, he gives 
free scope to his mental, moral and s cial nature. 
No truth which has had so partial an illustration 
stands out in such bold relief upon the pages of 
political philosophy as that man, freed from the 
burthens of an oppressive government and in- 
spirited by the conviction thht he has the shaping 
of his own earthly destiny, will aspire He feels 
within his own soul the infinite susceptibility of 
improvement, which bridges the gulf between 
earth and heaven, and bids him toil on until the 
last hour of his temporal probation; because he 
has, exclusive of the teachings of holy writ, tho 
vague, undefined and unde- nable consciousness 
that his soul's progress will be eternal. 

Full of these thoughts, sug rested by the re- 
currence of to-day, we can not forgot those “(Hen 
of might — the grand in sou!,’’ who, from the 
chaos of confused matter which made up the 
world's philosophy o‘ government, struck out the 
true path to national greatness and man s highest 
destiny. Lambert, and Vane, and Sidney, and 
tneir compatriots of 1G40 were the pioneers of 
freedom, and the bloody soaftold which witnessed 
their judicial murder was the first monument 
erected to ,he principles which made the Declar- 
ati n of American Independence immortal. The 
Wood of the ma"tyrs has been appropriately 
called the seed of tlie church. Not more certain- 
ly is this correct than is the fact inconttovcrtible 
that, from the altar where Sidney was sacrificed 
was obtained thojivo coal that lit up the fires of 
freedom in the new world, discovered by Colum- 
bus. Washington, and Jefferson, and Adams, 
and Pickney, with the host of other names not 
born to die, are destined to go down to posterity 
upon an imperishable record — because the truths 
it contains, the principles it perpetuates, find an 
echo in the heart of enlightened man and will 
continue to do so until the last syllable of record- 
ed time. 

Ths right, inalienable and eternal, to resist 
oppression — the right of the people to rule — the 
God-given right of man to freedom of thought, 
freedom of w’orship, and freedom to pursue his 
own happiness by his self-appointed means, so 
long as they do no* conflict with the reserved 
rights incident to seciety, have become the pil- 
lars of liberty — the milestones of the world's 
progress to universal emancipation. 

No monumental stone or storied urn can add 
to the fame of our revolutionary sires. No no- 
bler cenotaph than the free institutions they have 
founded can ever perpetuate their memory, and 
each year, each day, each hour, with its assured 
progress to a yet higher destiny, deepens the 
inscriptions which the noiseless working of these 
institutions is inscribing upon the tablets of the 
world's history.

American Ratiiicalion Meeting. 

Toil Thousaud*Yotcr<* iu Coisucil. 

The American ratification meeting in the Court 
House square last evening was far more numer- 
ously attended than any gathering of the people 
ever had in Louisville. Sam was there in his 
might and majesty, fully unmasked to the public 
gaze, with hundreds of starred and striped ban- 
ners, decorated transparencies, brilliant flambeaus, 
and all the accessories of those demonstrations 
he has been in the habit of making since the 
Philadelphia Convention unsealed his lips. 

Even before dusk the people began assembling 
in crowds about the large platform that was 
handsomely illuminated, and festooned with 
national flags. At 8 o'clock the delegations from 
the various wards commenced arriving, each 
haring music, banners, and torches. As one by 
one these processions reached the grand rendez- 
vous, they made the welkin ring with their shouts. 
The several Councils in the city were designated 
by transparencies they bore, with appropriate 
mottos and devices. The principal ones were 
these; 

First Ward — Jackeon Council. — “ By the Eter- 
nal, th.* Federal Union must and shall be pre- 
served.’’ 

Slooxd Ward — Young Ameiica Council . — Wc 
emulate tlie virtue of our sires. 

Third Ward — Union Council . — We are wedded 
to the iu-tilutioDs of our country. 

Fourth Ward — Liberty Council. — Liberty and

— Put none 
but Americans on guarffto-night. 

— We will 
overcome all obstacles in tlie way of freedom. Pcr- 
sev ranilo! 

Seventh Wafd— Boone Council.— Kentucky, 
the pioneer of Americauism in the South. 

Eighth Ward — Hillings Council. — Upon one 
side bad a representation of a blacksmith at his 
anvil, and on the reverse inscribed 

"S’hke for the green graves of yuur sires.

lhere were various other transparencies with 
patriotic and humorous insert tions. One borne 
at the head of a procession of German Republicans 
who sympathise with the American movement, 
and are very numerous in this city, deserves 
especial notice. Upon a large banner was in- 
scribed; 

i “ W e come here to live, not to rule.” 

, It appeared as if every third person carried a 
flag, while torches abounded in each procession. 
A number of young ladi?s, during the midst 
, of the meeting, marched down street, properly 
, escorted, each waving the stais and stripes. 

The meeting was called to order by Birch 
Musselman, Esq., who nominatec Gen. Wm. S. 
Pilcher as President. This w&s received with 
acclamation. One Vice President from every 
[• Ward was then appointed, with Messrs. Birch 
Musselman and L. A. Whitely as Secretaries. 

A cjmmitte'e on resolutions reported the Phila- 
delphia platform for adoption, and it having been 
read at two different points on the stand, by Col. 
Whitely and Mr. Harvey, was adopted by the 
most vociferous affirmative vote we ever heard. 
Not the faintest nay escaped from any one. 

Gen. Pilcher then introduced the Hon. E. B. 
Bartlett, ..President of ths State and National 
Councils. Major Bartlett expressed his happi- 
ness in meeting so many of his fellow-citlzcr.s in 
the chief city of his native State, and proceeded 
at some length to discuss the question now agi- 
tating the public mind. His speech was terse, 
well delivered and highly argumentative. The 
noble bearing and excellent address of the Presi- 
dent confirmed the people in the wisdom of the 
choice of the Philadelphia Convention. They 
overwhelmed him w ith : pplause, giving a three- 
time-three in honor of the station and his manly 
occupancy of it. 

Such was the vastness of the crowd that a di- 
vision of the labor was found necessary, and Col. 
George B. HoJge, of Newport, addressed the 
multitude from the other end of the p'atfcrm. 
Col. H. is one of the most talented young men in 
the country- He is a fluent, graceful speaker, 
and last night more than sustained his. enviable 
reputation. 

Col. Humphrey Marshal, in answer to the in- 
cessant demands of the crowd, spoke twice. 

Ex-Governor Helm made a brief, but eloquent 
and effective speech. He said that he had some- 
time ago withdrawn from politics, but this Ameri- 
can cause had his whole heart, and his energies 
must be devoted to its propagation. 

Col. Wlritely of this city. Judge McHenry of 
Shelby, and Professor Daily of Indiana, severally 
addressed the meeting, ntuch to the gratification 
of their hearers. The latter gentleman said that 
Indiana was altogether true to the American cause, 
and repudiates the action of her delegates to the 
Philadelphia Convention. 

At a very late hour we left the square, Jensely 
packed with people, listening to speeches from 
Caleb W. Logan and General Pilcher. 

A more glorious demonstration was never wit- 
nessed in any city. It was a perfect outburst of 
American feeling, made, too, with great propriety 
upon the eve of Sam’s birth-day. Dating the 
evening there was a display of fire-works, while 
some of the Portland boys created an immense 
sensation by hauling through the streets a large 
skiff’ filled with burning tar barrels. 

Thousands of ladies graced the occasion with 
their presence, and at midnight were still linger- 
ing about the square listening to the eloquent 
speakers, and inculcating lessons of true Amer- 
icanism upon their gentlemen escorts. Indeed, 
it was not until some time this morning that 
“Sam” adjourned, and. judging by the demon- 
strations in front oi our office as we write, we 
conclude that he intends making a continuous 
jubilee of the 4’h of July, now already 
ushered in. 

VW A Severe Hail Storm passed over Sp’ing- 
field, Ohio, on Monday afternoon. Within the 
limits of the town it was quite destructive, but to 
the west, up the valley of Buck Creek, it made 
sad havoc with the fruit. Large peach orchards 
were completely destroyed. One of the finest in 
all Clark, the proprietor of which expected to 
realize : bout 8 1,000 from it, found the next morn- 
ing that scarcely a peach had escaped “the pell- 
ings of tiic pitiless storm.” Corn fields were cut 
down, and the wheat must have suffered conside- 
rable injury. Barrels of hail stones could be 
gathered up on Tuesday. The rain at the same 
time was unexampled in violence — beating 
through roofs, and flooding many cellars 

The Coal Fields of the Ohio Valllv. — A 
recent number of the Cincinnati Railroad Record 
contains some interesting informetion ill regard to 
the great coal fields of the West. The Ohio 
V' alley is alluded to particularly, and comprehends 
Western Pennsylvania, Western Virginia, and 
all of Ohio, Ind ana, and Illinois, up the narrow 
rim of the lakes, and the States of Kentucky and 
Tennessee. The valley entr rates an area of 
233,000 square miles. Of this it is computed 
that 99,000 square miles are underlaid with a 
strata of coal. This is distributed as follows: 
Western Virginia, 18,000; Ohio, 10,000; Indiana, 
72,000; Illinois, 35.000; Kentucky, 13,500; Ten- 
nessee, 5,000.

IN CONGRESS, JURY 4TH, 1776. 

When, in the course of human events, it beemes 
necessary lor one people to dissolve the political 
bands which huve connected them with another, 
and to assume, among the pow.rs of the eartb, the 
separate aud equal station lo which the laws of na- 
ture and nature's God entitle them, a decent respect 
to the opinions of mankind rtqnircs that they 
nhould declare the casuscs width impel them to 
the separation. 

We hold these truths to self-evident;— that 

all men are created equal; that they arc endowed 
by their Creator with certain umdicn&ble rights; 
that among thc-e are life, liberty, and the pursuit 
of happimsa. That to secure these rights, goveru- 
weuts are instituted among men, deriving their just 
| powers from ibe co.isent of the governed; that 
whenever any form of government becomes des- 
tructive cf these ends, it is the right of the people 
to alter or ab.lish it, and to institute a new govern- 
ment, lay ng its foundation on such principles and 
organizing its powers in such form as to them 
shall seem most likely to effect tlieii safety and hap- 
piness. Prudence, indeed, will dictate, that govern- 
ments long establishe t should not be changed tor 
light and transient causes; and accordingly all ex- 
perience baih shown that mankind are more dis- 
posed to suffer, while evils are sufferable, than to 
light themselves, by abolishing the forms to which 
they are accustomed. But when a long train of 
abuses and usurpations, pursuing invariably the 
same object, evinces a design to reduce them under 
absolute despotism, it is their duty to throw off 
such government, and to provide new guards for 
their future security. Such has been the patient 
sufferance of these colonies and such is now the 
necessity which constra ns them to alter their for- 
mer sy terns’ o government. The history of Ihe 
present king of Great Britain is a history of re- 
peated injuries and a usurpations, nil having in di- 
rect object the establishment ot an absolute tyranny 
over these States. To prove this, let facts be sub- 
mitted to a cat did world: 

He has refused bis asse t to laws the most wit . 1 - 
some and necessary for public good. 

He has forbidden bis Governor!, to pass laws of im- 
mediate and pressing importance, unless impended 
iu their operation, till his assent should be obtained, 
and when s > suspended, he has utterly neglected to 
attend to them. lie lias refused to pass other laws 
for the accommodation of large districts cf people, 
unless those people woo d relinquish the right of 
representation in the lrsrslalnre — a right inestima- 
ble to them and formidable to tyrants only. 

He has called together legislative bodies at places 
unusual and distant from the repository of the pub- 
lic records, for the sole purpose of fatiguing them 
into compliance with his measures. 

He has dissolved representative bouses repeated- 
ly, for opposing with manly firmness hii invasions 
on the rights of the people. 

He lias refused, for a long time after such disso- 
lutions, to cane others to be eheted: whereby the 
legislative powere, incapable of unnibil-tkm.'liave 
tetnrned to the people nt large for their exercise; tlie 
State remaining, in ihe meantime, expos*] to all the 
dangers of invasion from without, aud convuLions 
within. ™ 

He has endeavortd to prevent the populat ion of 
these States; for that purpose obstructing the laws 
of naturalization of (ortigners; lefusing to pass 
others to encourage their migration hither, and 
raising the conditions of new appropriations of 
land. 

He has ob t meted the administration of justice, 
by refusing his assent to laws for establLdiing ju- 
diciary powers. 

He has made judges dependent on bis will alone 
fo the tenure of their offices, and the amount and 
the payment n their salaries. 

He lias erected a multitude of new office*, and 
sent hither swanns of officers, to harms* our people 
and cat their substance. 

Ke ha-s kept among ns, iu times of peace, • land- 
ing aimies, without the consent of our legislatures. 

He has affected to render the military independent 
of aud superior to the civil power. 

H has comlvned with others to subject us to a 
jurisdiction foreign to onr Constitution and mir.e- 
knowlodped by <>nr laws; giving his assent to their 
acts of pretended legislation. 

For quartering large bodies of armed troop* 
among us. 

For protecting them, by a mock trial, front pun- 
ishment for any murder^ which they should commit 
on the inha ittints of these States. 

For cutting off' our trade with ail parts of the 
world. 

For imposing taxes on us without our consent. 

For depriving ns, in many cases, of the benefits of 
trial by jury. 

For transporting us beyond seas to be tried for 
pretended ott'ences. 

For abolishing the free system of English laws tn 
a neighboring province, establishing therein an arbi- 
trary government, and enlarging its boundaries, so 
as to render it at once an example and fit instru- 
ment for introducing the absolute rule into these 
colonies. 

For taking away our charters; abolishing otir 
most valuable laws, and altering, fundamentally, the 
forms of our governments. 

For suspending our own legisl tnres, end declar- 
ing thems.dvcB iti vested with power to Kgislate for 
us in ail cases whatsoever. 

II • has a dic.tted government here, by declaring 
us ou f of his protection, and waging war against us. 

He ha* plundered our seas, ravaged our coast s, 
burnt onr towns, and destroyed the lives of our 
people. 

He is nt this time transporting large armies of 
foreign mercenaries to complete the work rf deso- 
lation and tyrany, already begun, with circumstan- 
ces of cruelty and perfidily, scarcely paralleled in 
the most barbarous ages, and tota'ly unworthy the 
head of a civilized nation. 

He lias constrained our fellow citizens, taken cap- 
tive on the high seas, to bear arms against their 
country, to become the executioners o( their friend* 
and breiliren, or to fall themselves by their band*. 

He lias excited domestic insurrections amoDgst us, 
and has endeavored to bring on the inhabitants of 
our frontiers the merciless Indian savage*, whose 
known rule of warfare is an undisguised destruction 
of all ges, sexes and conditions. 

In every stage of these oppressions wc have pe- 
titioned for red its* in the most humble terms; our 
repeated petitions have been answered by repeated 
injury. A princ?, whose character is thus marked 
by every act which may define a tyrant, is unfit to 
be the ruler of a free people. 

Nor have we been wanting in attentions to o ar 
British brethren. We have warned themfrom time 
time, of at empts by their legislature to extend an 
unwarrantable jurisdiction over us. We have re- 
minded them of the circumstances of our emigra- 
tion and settlement here. We have appealed to 
their native justice and magnanimity, and we have 
conjured them by the ties of our common kiudnd 
to disavow these usurpations, which would inevita- 
bly interrupt our connexions aud correspondence. 
They too have been deaf to the voice of justice aud 
co; sanguinity. We must, therefore, acquiesce in 
tfcenccesaity which denounces our separation, ard 
hold them, as we hold the rest of mankind— ene- 
mies iu war, in peace friends. 

We, therefore, ihe representatives of the United 
Slates of America, in General Congress assembled, 
appealing to the Supreme Judge o! the world, for 
the rectit Me of our intentions, do, in the name and 
by the authority of the good people of these colo- 
nies, solemnly publish and declare, that these Uni- 
ted Colonies are, and of right ought to be, fcke 
and independent States; that they are absolved 
from all allegiance to tlie British crown, and that 
a 1 political connexion between them and the State 
of Great Britain is and ought to be, totally dis- 
solved ; and that, as free and independent States, 
they have full power to levy war, conclude peace, 
comtract alli inccs. establish commerce, and do all 
other acts aud thing* which independent States 
may of right do. Anti for the support of ihis De- 
claration, with a firm reliance on the protection of 
Divine Providence, we mutually pledge to each oth- 
er onr lives, our fortunes, and our sacred honor.

SIGNING IUl DECLARATION. 

The following is an intensely thrilling descrip- 
tion of the debate in tbe Continental Congress at 
Philadelphia, which preceded the Declaration of 
Independence, the anxiety which obtained during 
its progress, and the general joy with which the 
first stroke of the bell announcing the passage of 
the Declaration, was received : 

While events were tons passing aronn : New York, 
Congress, having assembh.d in Philadelphia, were 
engaged iu tbe momentous question of a Declaration 
of Independence. Many of the separate provinces 
had already acted on the subject. No th Carolina 
took the first step, ond look a vote instructing her 
delegate to concur with the other colonies i , declar- 
ing Independence. Massachusetts followed. Vir- 
ginia next wheeled into the ranks, then Connecti- 
cut aud New Hampshire. Maryland opposed it; 
while the d legates from the remaioi::g province* 
were instructed to unite with t e majority, nr left 
free to act as their judgur nt might dic'ate. Thus 
instructed, the representatives of the people assem- 
bled in solemn conclave, and long . nd anxiously 
sntvtyed the perilous ground on vhich they were 
treading. To recede was now impossible — to go on 
seemed fraught witli 'terrible consequences. The 
s' niggle had not been for independence, but for the 
security of rights, in which they had the sympathy 
aud aid of some of the w isest statesmen of England. 
To declare themselves free, would cut them off from 
all this sympathy, and provoke at ouce the entire 
power of England against them. The result of the 
long aud tearful confix*, that must follow, was more 
than doubtful. For twenty days Cougres.- was 
tossed on a sea of perplexity. At length, Rtc hard 
Henry Lee. shaking off the fetters that galled his 
noble spirit— June 7tii — .trose.and in a clear, <h libe- 
rate tone, every accent of which rnn;r tot’ue fiutivst 
ix rentty of the silent b • 1 

these United Colouks arc, and onglit to be, free 
and independent State*, and all political connection 
between us and the States of Great Britain is, and 
ought to be totally dissolved.” John Adams , i 
whose soul glowed the b rning future, seconded it 
in a speech so full of impasrio ed fervor, thrilling 
eloquence and prophetic power, that Congress 
was carried away as be a resistless wave before it. 

The di was cast, and every man war now com- 
pelled to meet the dreadful issue. Still weighed 
down with f> ar, Cong res, dire< ted the Secretary to 
omit in the journal, the mm 3 of the bold mover acrl 
secon ier of this te <1 1 ! iou, lest they should be select- 
ed as the special objects of vengeance by Great 
Britain. The n solution was made the special ques- 
tion for the nextday.lu remained untouched for 
three days, and was finally deferred to the first cf 
Jut)', to allow a comrailte.- appointed for that pui- 
pose, to draft a D duration ot Independence. W hen 
the day arrived, the Declaration was taken up nd 
debated article by article. The discussion contin- 
ued for three days, and was characterised by gre it 
excitement: at length the various section-* bavin, 
been gone throagh with, the next day, July !tl 
was appointed for final action. It whs soon kn. wi. 
throughout the city, and iu the morning before 
Congress assembled, the streets were filled with 
excited rnen, some gathered in groups einrageU in 
eager diaeosetoDs, aud others moving towards the 
ofiato House. All business was forgotten In the 
momentum-, crisis the country had now reached. No 
sooner had the members taken their scats, than the 
multitcde- gathered iuadcn.-c mass arou d the en- 
trance. "The bellman monnti d 1 he belfry, tobe ready 
to proclaim the jo_, fu' tidings of freedom ts soon . s 
th-. final vote had passe J . A bright-eyed boy wus 
stationed below to give the signal. 

Around that bell, brought from England, had 
been cast, more than tweniy rears before, the pro- 
phetic sentence: “Proclaim liberty throughout ail 
the land nnto ; !1 tbe inhabitants thereof.”

The word leaped like lightniug from 
lip to lip, foil' iwed by huzz.ts that shook tin build- 
ing. The boy sentin; I terned to the belfry, clapped 
his hands and shouicd“rine' r.rg!’’ Thedespondin<. 
bell man, electrified into lifeby the joyful new*, terned 
the iron tongue and hurl d it hackw.ird and forward, 
with aclang that 3 arlicd every he.; rt ia Phila lelphia 
like a bogle bias'. “Cling, clr.nc," it rcsoaaded on, 
ever higher and Hearer.nnd more joyous, blending in 
its deep au’l thniiing vibrations and proclaiming ia 
long aud loud accents over ail the laud, the motto 
that encircled it. Glad m< ssengers caught the ti- 
dings as it floated out on the air, and sp-d off in 
every direction, to bear it onward. When the news 
reached New York, the be’ls were set ringing, ai d 
the cxciteo multitude surging hither and thither, at 
length gathered aronn 1 the Bowling Green, and 
* y.i g the i*;-..d* *1 1 queatriaa statue of George III, 
which stood there, tore it into fiagmentd. This 
was afterwards run into buUfels a:.d hurled against 
his Majesty’s troops. When the DeHa-ftti m ar- 
rived in Boston, the people cat ered to old Fanned 
Hall to hear it read, and as tbe last sentence foil 
from the lips of the reader, a loud about went up, 
and soon from every fortified height and every bat- 
tery the thunder of cannon re-echoed the joy.

A letter from Terre Haute to the editor of the 
Evansville Enquirer, dated June JO. states that ihe 
Lunge Creek R.-servoir was cut hy the “ Black 
Boys” on tlie previous night, but that tlie cat was 
d scovered in time to save the water. The letter 
concludes: 

“A company of from ten to twenty tvne men arc 
now leaving (11 o'clock A. M.) this place for the seat 
of war, and, it is hoped, will r -:ic!i there in time to 
stop further depredations. Major Tim Dowling left 
this morning for Indianapolis to report to the Gov- 
ernor. More t rouble is anticipated . \ 

J. W. Wood writes a letter to J. is. Gavitt. Sheriff 
of Evansville, eoncerni-g the work, trial and dis- 
charge of such of the Clay county rioters as had 
been arrested. Wc quote the niaiu interesting part. 
The date is, Terre H :iite, June J9, 1855 : 
j “ Tbe trial of the persons arrested in Clay county 
came off esterday, anil, as we predicted, thrugh 
the State proved by two witnesses that s -veial ot 
them were guilty, the deftn-e had no difficulty in 
proving an alibi or in convincing tbe Court that 
these two wit nesses were unworthy of belief. 

“Some forty persons were examined, living in the 
vicinity of these outrages and in the neighborhoods 
where the nun who have done the work must have 
come from, yet every man swore that he nev. r hail 
any knowledge that it was to be done, nor did he 
have any idea who d d it. 

“ When an alibi could not be proven, (and it was 
impossible, in some of the cases, to find a pretext 
for it,) t ey resorted to iTHT>eachment. and il was no 
hard tn-k to convince the Clay county Justice that 
any evidence establishing the guilt of the parties was 
unworthy of belief. 

“ Thus has ended, in a legal farce, the last effort 
which (it is hoped) the State of Indiana will ev« r 
nuke to bring an offender against the law to justice 
in Clay eonnty. 

“The Slate has exhausted every effort, through 
the authorities in Clay county, to protect public or 
private property, aud it has hereafter to be at the 
mercy of an unprincipled and irresnoositle mob, or 
the State must find some means toa-rest offenders 
anu take them ont of ( lay county for trial. 

“After the adjournment of court Captain John 
Osborn addressed the crowd in a highly inffamma- 
tary speech, denouncing the Governor, the military 
and tho proclamations iu measured terms, and sav- 
ing but for his efforts and those cf a few cther“Iaw- 
abiJing citizens’’ in restminingthe people thi flower 
of Evansville would bavs been trodden beneath the 
feet of CI.iy, or drowned in blood, or thrown in the 
canal.”

There has been lunch sickness in the home, 
and very often in the middle of the night strange 
noises have been heart! — s nnds similar to tho>e 
made by striking violently wi'h a em i:! stick on the 
stove, 1 ambling and smart raps a out the walls, and 
heavy blows on the floor, while the furniture lias 
had queer habits of nnecsitess, jumping and tum- 
bling about in a marvellous manner. Several fami- 
ne- have been frighten* dou! of the place by contin- 
ual sickness when residing in it, and the disturban- 
ces we have indicated. The Lest tenart was named 
Parks, and there was much iilne.*s in his family, a« 
inotbc s, and thr mysterious knocking*, thumpings, 
and spiritual prank* gmerally. very much annoyed 
and alarmed him. About a week since Parkswaked 
suddi uly, Lear m dt igl t.irc.d ct mpkiined to his wife 
that he was dreadfully t! irsly, but spiritual demon- 
strations v ere then being made about the premises 
v> it h such sound and fury, that he said be was afraid 
to go lor a drink. 

His wife seems to have been composed of sterner 

stuff, as she said to him: “Jr the name of thr derd 
if you want to drink go and get it — thr devil mil 
protect you from 'he ghnstsV' At this 1 e hesitated 
no longer, bat leaped ont ot bed and started down 
stairs, but had r.ot descended one step when he was 
precipitated headlong to ’he bottom of lie flight, 
.and lulling upon bis hrvd.his neck was broken, and 
he d.ed instantly. His frightened family believing 
that hebad l>een killed by “spirits,” k. pt his death 
concealed, buried him es privately as possible, 
with.int th-- knowledge- ol tlie Coroner, and then fled 
to parts uubn wn. Only two or three persons out- 
, side of the family srw the c -rj-s. Ore oi these wa* 
an old pedler woman, through whom this e«ory indi- 
rectly comes. There is no doubt of the sk' knees of 
thi- house, but that is fairly accoun led for bv the 
fact that it was built wh< re a foil swamp had be* n, 
and that a swampy pestilent spot is now jost behind 
the place. There ia no mi-take al out Park's ilf th, 
and that a man sheuild break his neck in fd’ini: 
down stairs at n ght, is not mysterious, though in 
this case it seems to be so r garded, and th: t the 
woman s appeal to the devil had any part in briag- 
mg about the catastrophe, we do not see clearl . — 
As to the strange noises, we cannot speak in expla- 
nation, having not heard them. — Cm. Coin j|

We copy the following editorial from the 
Evansville Journal, the leading paper in South- 
western Indiana. It but expresses the senti- 
ments of the American party in the State : 

The I ndiaaa Delegates to the American Nation 

al r anventioo. 

There appears te he a very general expression of 
disapprobation guiding forth spontaneously from 

the conservative press of ludiana, resne ting the 
course pursued by the Indiana delegation at Phila- 
eelphia. We are pleased to see that their eondact 
in following tne ‘-bolting" lead of a few northern 
fanatics, is being justly rebaked by the lead ng 
American papers of ihe Sta e. Delegates were 
sent to this convention from eve y State in th: 
Union, under either expressed or imp led instruc- 
tions to frame, adopt and promulgate to the world a 
national an not a sectional platform. A platform 
which, while it would avow and embrace the cardi- 
nal principle* of the great American party, would 
eschew everything of a sectional nature which has 
hitherto ui-tracted and rendered impotent for good 
th* old political organization.-*. 

The ntcessity out of which the American party 
sprung into existence, had its ori.iniu the fruitless 
experiments of too often a tempting to harmonize 
discordant elem. nts into a compact or bond of onion, 
upon which all mLffit unite, and in crowding plat- 
forms with questions and measu’cs instead of prin- 
ciples and patriotic faith. With the fight of the 
experience ot the part before them, and the abiding 
faith which the people had reposed ia tneir repre- 
sentatives that they vaul t make a piarf rm ade- 
quate to the wants of the A meric so people, or at 
least commit no harm iu the attempt. Waves the 
“bol’ing” delegates without snob-lent gronnd of 
justification in returning to their disappointed con- 
stituents 

The people of the Union expected, and had a 
righ to expect, that a compact wool i be formed to 
which every member of the American party could 
heartily subscribe, or that no plate*, ra at ai! would 

be adopted. 

The platform which a very respectable majority 
concurred in, we insist should have been the plat- 
form of the convention and of the party, without 
bolting or one-idea protests. We approve the plat- 
form as a whole, far the great prepomlei ance of 
good we fi.id in it. and we can evejr pardon a sincere 
ilifference of opin on even iu onr delegates, ba must 
as sincerely regard their manner of expressing th ir 
disapprobation of the platform at this particular 
juncture as exceedingly unwise and fraught with 
evils which might have been easily aver.ed. We 
trust that the sober second thought of the protest- 
ing delegatus will lead them to the more - -n i>>!e 
c mcluMon that ther is less of real error in the Na- 
iona! platform, and in giving H a cordial support 
than iu ignoring it.

Probable Eartheaahe. 

, The ciiizer.s of Baltimore, with bat few exeep- 
tion.% were startled and aroused from their slum- 
bers hist night, or rather between twelve aud one 
o’clock this morning, by a singular rumbling noise 
and oscillatory m euic it of the ear . h. re-emoling. 
an earthquake. It was, so far a we have been 
able to learn, heard and ft-tt in all parts of the city. 
Many whom we have seen this morning were start- 
led from a sound deep, almost instantaneously, in 
amazement . Persons rushed to their windows and 
doors aa if waking from an incoherent dream, scarce- 
ly able to realize what had startled them. 

The shock commenced at precisely hal-'-past 
twelve o'clock, as noted bv a chronome'tnr watch, 
not varying one minute from true time for ten 
mo. lb*. It was precccded by a deep rumbling 
noise, a slight tremulousness ct the earth, and this 
uceeeded by two shuck.*; the third, and last, very 
severe; so much so that the houses were shaken to 
their foundations, windows aud doors rattled 
furio-t-dy, furniture shaking, and in some iosta eea 
detatched articles slightly removed from then- 
place". 

In a very few minutes after this singular phe- 
nomenon, though at an hour when one calf the 
world is wrapped in slumbers, pr V.ubiy two-thirds 
of onr inhabitant* were awake, anxious to divine 
the cause of so novel a sensation. Home who hap- 
pened to be up at tlie time, describe the shock as 
remarkably severe. The earth evidently vibrated 
distinctly, and seemed to be laboring under some 
powerful convulsion, either of her internal or ex- 
teraal elements. The du.ation of ths shocks was 
probably half a minute, dying off in a deep toned 
rumb’icg sound like distant thunder, or the rolling 
of a heavy car upon the pavement, losing itself ia 
a southern direction. 

We have heard of many who were seriously 
alarmed in apprehension of a succeeding shock, or 
pending destructive calamity. With such, night 
bringht no more sleep. The world's end, wreck of 
matter and d'ssolntion of nature, were in imagina- 
tive view, and they deemed it proper to make se- 
rions preparations. 

One gentleman asserts that he ob-erved a pecu- 
liar brilliancy in th* beaven* immediately prii.r to 
this shock, which was so n followed bv more than 
usual gloom and darkness. Another, a sea captain, 
or sailor, states that he ?aw an immense meteor, 
apparently r.s large as a ship, pass athwart the sky 
and explode, causing a report like heavy artillery, 
making all nainre tremble. 

This solution of the raysterion-i occum nee, how- 
ever, wonts corroboration. Ths nnnsnal iUnm'r.a- 
tfon wonld, if it occurred, have been observed by 
other*. Some, who hnd the best opportunity of 
forming an opinion, being awake at the time, as- 
serted that tbe earth appeared to raise *lightiy and 
then sink, snbseqm ntly oscillating to and fro quick- 
ly for the space of ten or fifteen second*. The rum- 
b’ing noise appeared to roll and reverberate from 
earth up fo night's azure dome. When the shock 
and noise had c-ased, dogs were beard to howl 
and bark <n ail directions, a thing which they 
have always been known to do in earthquake coun- 
tries, subsequent to one of those throes ot nature. 

Previously the night w.:s nnus rnlly *ultry and 
still, and after the shock quite astrong breeze arose. 
We had supposed it might have been the explosion 
of a powder-mill i.i onr own viciuity; but gentlemen 
from the region of the mills on the Centra! Rail- 
road, nrrived he re, state that the shock was dis- 
tinctly felt in Baltimore county, and as far 33 York, 
Pa., and that the powder mills are uninjured. We 
infer, therefore, that the phenomenon of last nicht 
migh - , in all probability, have been the effect of an 
earthquake at some distant, probably in some of the 
West India island*. 

A party of gentlemen t. ho wire oat serenading 
at Franklin S'quare last night when the earthquake 
occurred, felt it distinctly. The vibrati n was so 
great as to almost shake down iheir lamps and in- 
strument stand*. 

Persons who were on board of vessels in the har- 
bor, were very sensibly agitated, causing ships to 
ro<-k and chafe considerably. 

In aQ directions it was observed that dogs howled 
loudly, and tie chiekcns commenced crowing, 
haring been awakened from their slumbers. Tbs 
mystery *ti!l remains unsolved ot the hour of onr 
going to pre*?.
